Francis Joseph, 
in the most solemn manner, repeated - 
lv recognized the sovereign rights of 
our nation. The Germans and May- 
gars opposed this recognition and Aus- 
tria-Hungary, bowing before the pan- 
Jermans, became a colony of Germany,

and as her vanguard to the east, pro-: 


voked the last Balkan conflict, as well 
as the present world war,. which was 
begun by the Hapsburgs alone without 
the consent of the representatives of 
the people. 

“We cannot and will not continue to 
live under the direct or indirect rule 
of the violators of Belgium, France 
and Serbia, the would-be murderers of 
Russia and Rumania; the murderers of 
tens of thousands of civilians and sul- 
diers of our blood, and the accomplices 
in numberless unspeakable crimes com- 
mitted in this war against humanity 
by the two degenerate and irresponsi- 
ble dynasties.

We hereby declare the 
Hapsburg dynasty unworthy of lead- 
ing our nation, and denv all of their 
claims to rule in the Czecho-Slovak 
land, which we here and now declare 
shall henceforth be a free and inde- 
pendent people and nation. 


Accept American Principles. 


“We accept and shall adhere to the 
ideals of modern democracy, as they 
have been the ideals of our nation for 
centuries. We accept the American 

rinciples as laid down by President 
Vilson; the principles of liberated man- 
kind, of the actual equality of nations 
—and of governments, deriving all 
their power from the consent of the 
governed. We, the nation of Comenius, 
cannot but accept these principles ex- 
pressed in the American declaration of 
independence, the principles of Lin- 
coln, and of the declaration of rights 
of man and of the citizen. For these 
principles our nation shed its blood 
in the memorable Hussite ‘war five hun- 
dred years ago; for these principles, 
beside her allies, her nation is shed- 
ding its blood today in Russia, Italy 
and France. 

“We shall

as to the constitution itself falls to 
the legally chosen representatives of 
the liberated and united people. 

“The Czecho-Slovak state shall be 
republic. In constant endeavor fdr prog- 
ress it will guarantee complete freedom 
of conscience, religion and science, lit- 
erature and art, speech, the press and 
the right of assembly and petition. 
The church shall be separated from the 
state. Our democracy, shall rest on 
universal suffrage: whbmen_ shall be 
placed on an equal footing with men, 
politically, socially and culturally. The 
rights of the minority shall be 
guarded by proportional representation 
national minorities shall enjoy equal 
rights. The government shall be par- 
liamentary in form and shall recognize 
the principles of initiative and referen- 
dum. The standing army will: be re- 
placed by militia. 

“The Czecho-Slovak nation will car- 
ry out far-reaching social and econom- 
ic reforms; the large estates will be 
redeemed for home colonization; pat- 
ents of nobility will be abolished. Our 
nation will assume its part of the 
Austro-Hungarian pre-war public debt;

To Provide Just Government. 

“In its foreign policy the Czecho- 
Slovak national will accept its full 
share of responsibility in the reorgan- 
ization of eastern Europe.

!a conference with federal authorities, a 

resolution was passed empowering the 
| executive committee, with Dr. T. F. 
| Abercrombie, to take full charge of the 
, Situation, and to’ issue whatever regu- 
| lations are needed in the various towns 
and counties of the state. 

This action was taken following the 
receipt of a telegram from Surgeon 
Genera! Blue suggesting that the 
| board order a general closing of 
schools and amusement places and 
placing a ban on public gatherings 
throughout the state, and the securing 
_of statistics on the disease. 

As an evidence of the spread of the 
, disease in the state, the board on Fri- 
day received reports from twenty-five 
counties and towns showing there had 
been 2,749 new cases, with 51 deaths, 


{within the past twenty-four hours, 
Reports in Atlanta. 

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city health offi- 
'ecer, received reports Friday of 154 
cases for Thursday, and 40 additional 
cases, which developed on the _ 14th, 
‘15th and 16th, were reported. Five 
deaths from Thursday noon to Friday 
'at 10:30 o’clock were reported. 

For the week 88 deaths have been 
reported, 57 of these being from influ- 
enza and pneumonia. Of the 57 deaths, 
11 were caused directly by influenza, 
and most of the others were develop- 
'ments from influenza. The number 
of deaths from influenza and pneumo- 
nia alone is about the normal death 
rate in Atlanta. 

Dr. Kennedy states he sees no change 
‘in the situation. While the number 
of new cases reported were less than 
on the day previous, he is not in the 
position to know whether 
been any check in the spread 
disease. 

It is now thought the ban on public 
gatherings within doors and schools 
will remain in effect for another week.

Plenty of Physicians. 


That the number of physicians under 
his control is considered adequate to 
handle the influenza situation in the 
state, is the opinion of Dr. C. C. Ap- 
plewhite, head of the federal health 
service. He has a list of thirty-six 
to draw from, and of these he has Aas- 
signed eight to various points in the 
state. Dre, W. 4. Been ene 6S... A. 
Brown have been sent to Porterdale; 
Dr. H. B. Stanley to Covington: J. H. 
Phillips and H. W. Humber to Vienna; 
H. F. White and W. N. Edinfield to 
Eatonton, and H. M. Smith to Winder. 

While the supply of doctors seems 
to be adequate, the health service is 
far short of nurses. Miss Van de 
Vrede, head of the Red Cross nursing 
service, in the state, has assigned 157 
nurses, and says that she needs as 
many more. 

It has been suggested that where 
possible people should try to do with- 
out private nurses, and that these thus 
released could supervise the work of 
nurses who have taken the Red Cross 
courses in elementary hygiene and 
home nursing. In this way whole com- 
munities in the state could be taken 
care of, if tthe disease continues to 
spread. 

As an example of how this can be 
done in the state, Atlanta is c'ted. In 
the city, there are twenty-one nursing 


charge of each. In this way an epl- 
demic of any extent can be controlled 
as far as the nurses are concerned. 

Dr. Applewhite’s office is swamped 
with inquiries from every section of 
the state, and these are being answer- 
ed as quickly as possible.

At the meeting of the city board of 
health on Friday afternoon optimism 
was expressed that the influenza dan- 
ger would soon be passed. While 
no resolution was passed as to the 
lifting of the banon public gatherings, 
Mayor Candler stated that he would 
call a special meeting of council to 
rescind the order at any time the board 
of health recommended such action.

Washington, October 18.—While ae! 
retirement in Belgium has' 
glittering possibilities, military opinion 
here is forced to the conclusion that 
what is in progress is a well-ordered 
and executec withdrawal, probably 
upon prepared positions. The fact that 
reports from other portions of the. 
front, notably from the Lille area and. 
the sector southeast of Laon also tell! 
of retirements, gives the movement 
indication of a general withdrawal, Dut 
as yet no official information has come, 
to indicate where the line upon which 
the enemy will attempt to stand has 
been established. 

Army officials can take no notice of: 
the numerous reports of an impend- 
ing complete capitulation in seeking 
the explanation of the German maneu-' 
vers in the field. They can ascribe, 
those operations to very definite and 
well-developed plans of the German 
general staff. It was said tonight 
that the enemy probably has begun the 
second phase of the withdrawal he has| 
been compeNed to undertake as a re- 
sult of unwavering pressure by Mar- 
shal Foch all along the battle line., 
Lacking the reserves with which to! 
make a stand on an extended front, 
it is to be assumed that he is falling 
back to a much-shortened line where 
he can show greater resisting power. 

Compelled to Make Compromise. 

There is reason to believe, however, 
that under the hammering of the allied 
and American armies, the German high | 
command has been compelled to make, 
a compromise. Instead of holding on, 
to the front lines until the new front) 
was in complete readiness, it is regard- 
ed as highly probable that the advanced 
positions are being abandoned barely 
in time to avoid encirclement and the 
retirement being made to defenses not 
fully equipped and certainly not manned | 
with extensive reserves. If such is 
the case, the retiring armies must turn] 
and fight again when they reach the: 
new lines. The rapidity of the allied, 


pursuitin each case gives no opportuni- 
ty for rest or reorganization. | 

The genius of the German general 
staff is plainly shown, officers say, in, 
the skill with which the withdrawal has’ 
been conducted thus far and it is still’ 
evident that a well-ordered movement 
is clearing enemy forces out of the 
Belgian coast area. The situation 


there is hazy in many respects, however, 


due to the swiftly changing nature of 
the lines. 

The reports showing that the French 
were making progress in clearing up 
the Oise-Serre pocket, southeast of 
Laon, attracted particular attention 
here. This narrow point of high ; 
ground between the two rivers, guard-' 
ed by wide marshy water lines on both ; 
fronts, has appeared to be the bastion | 
of which the enemy resistance in the | 
center rested. It has been regarded as, 
incapable of retention for any great, 
length of:time, as it is subject to a | 
three-sided bombardment of heavy 
guns that eventually would force its | 
evacuation. The enemy made this sec- 
tor, however, a part of the Hunding 
line’ and has been employing it to hold 
up the general advance in the center. 


Hammering at Wings. 


The collapse of this position presum- 
ably means a rapid straightening of 
the whole center of the front. At the 
wings of this vital part of the line 
American troops northwest of Verdun 
and Anglo-American forces at Le Ca- 
teau are hammering their wav ahead 
toward the main communication lines 
that support the whole enemy frame- 
work. This probably accounts for the 
stubborn resistance on both wings as 
compared with that encountered else- 
where, it was said. 

The freeing of the Belgian coast will 
have little direct effect on the subma- 
rine situation, but may bé of the great- 
est indirect value in furnishing the al- 
lied forces with new bases from which 
to operate anti-submarine patrols. The 
German U-boat flotillas on the Flan- 
ders coast have been a thing of the 
past ever since the harbors were block- 
ed by the British naval forces, which 
undoubtedly had a share in convincing 
the enemy high command of the wis- 
dom of quitting that territory.

A band of American cavalry, riding as if 
to uphold the traditions of the service made 
when it used-to number among its officers 
Captain John J. Pershing, had its share of 
hohor in the redemption of the St. Mihiel 
salient. 

There were many reports circulating 
about the exploits of the cavalry after the 
fall of the salient. The most common was 
that “the cavalry took 1,700 prisoners and 
lost one man.” The total of pfisoners may 
be correct, but it is not confirmed by the 
cavalry. The horsemen didn’t stop to com- 
pute their captures, but turned them over 
to the infantry to be added to the general 
total of prisoners without distinction. 

Machine Guns Met With Pistols. 

The principal resistance the cavalrymen 
met was from isolated German machine 
gun nests. These were usually encircled and 
put out of commission with pistol fire. On 
ene occasion cavalrymen came upon two 
Germans holding forth in a shell hole with 
a machine gun. One was accounted for with 
a pisto] bullet in the head. The second 
crouched out oF sight in the hole. The caval- 
rymen took shelter and waited to see 
whether he would show fight or surrender. 

They waited five minutes and nothing 
happened. A lieutenant had just started to 
give orders for the encircling of the hole 
when Mr. Boche appeared. He appeared sud- 
denly, coatless and in his stocking feet, and 
started to do a Marathon toward Berlin. He 
was overtaken before he had gone fifty 
yards. 

He had decided to make a run for it and 
had taken off his boots and stripped to his 
shirtsleeves to make better time, he ex- 
plained. ' 


The horsemen, riding into one little town, 
found that a German general had departed 
an hour before. Also they found a mounted 
major departing in the wake of his chief. 
The major surrendered gracefully sro an 
4merican captain, who overtook him going 
up the main. street. He relinquished his 
horse, ornate saddle, padded stirrups, and 
all, and went rearward afoot. The horse was 
kept with the troop. They call him “Kaiser 
Bill.” 

Souvenirs for Everyone. 

Tn another town the cavalrymen overtook 
a squad of Germans with a whole pushcart 
full of German pistols. There was a souvenls 
revolver for every American present. 

Probably the most exciting episode of the 


cavalry’s advance was a fight with a Boche 


ammunition and supply train. The Americans 
had brought with them, strapped to theif 
saddles, several light machine guns, ana 
these, when the train was encountered in a 
Good, were unslung and set up. The Ger- 
mans replied with machine guns hastily 
mounted on their wagons. 

For twenty minutes a running fight was 
waged until the Boche gained the security 
of a position defended by machine gun nests 
and the Americans were forced sto pause. 
The wagon train got away, but only after its 
members had suffered casualties and it had 
abandoned a couple of wagons. :

Paris Green and Airplanes. 


The means by which the nation’s supply 
of Paris green escaped serious curtailment 
is announced by the food administration, 
which regards this chemical as essential in 
the protection of certain crops against the 
ravages of insects. 

The Supply of acetic acid, heretofore con- 
sidered indispensable in the manufacture of 
Paris green, was taken over some months 
ago for the manufacture of airplane “dope,” 
the material used for fnaking the cloth on 
airplane wings weatherproof. — 

In co-operation with the war industries 
board, the chemical experts of the food ad- 
ministration called a trade conference at 
which the situation was outlined and plans 
solicited to solve the acetic acid shortage. 
By arrangement with large yeast manufac- 
turers, vinegar, which contains about 10 per 
cent acetic acid, is now being supplied man- 
ufacturers of Paris* green, of which an ade- 
quate supply—at least, normal—is now as- 
sured. Department of agriculture experts 
advise also that lead arsenate and calcium 
arsenate, which are cheaper (especially the 
latter), can be used as an equivalent sub- 
stitute for Paris green in many cases. 


“It is striking that the acetic acid which 
formerly went into Paris green with which 
farmers fought the ravages of insects is now 
contributing to the efficiency of airplanes 
with which American boys are raining de- 
struction on the nation’s greatest enemy, the 
Hun. 

Although technical experts have protect- 
ed agriculture against a shortage of Paris 
green, this case is typical of commercial] re- 
adjustments which may from time to time be 
necessary. 


But even where the solution is 
not found so promptly, the food administra- 
tion believes the American people, when fully 
acquainted with the problem to be solved, 
cheerfully make such personal read-

“Long Sweetening.” 


A large crop of “long sweetening’ is 
promised sugar-rationed America. There are 
$3,000,000 gallons of sorghum syrup in sight 
(July crop report) ant& many a little patch 
of sorghum not accounted for in any re- 
ports. The middle west took the “No-sug- 
ar signs to heart last fall and increased their 
acreage of sorghum. Michigan is promised 
a 300 per cent and Ohio 150 per cent crop 
(July crop report). 

In addition to the planting of sorghum 
eane for syrup, thousands of acres are de- 
voted to the growing of sugar cane for syrup 
making. The normal yield is 200,000,000 
gallons of syrup. (Treeman G. -Palmer’s 
“Questions and Answers Concerning Sugar,” 
issued by the United States Sugar Manu- 
facturers’ association, 1917.) So outside of 
the sugar ration America can “sweeten up’ 
on from fifty to sixty million gallons of 
“long sweetening.” 

Sorgnum syrup and cane syrup are not, 
like molasses, a sugar house by-product, but 
a straight syrup made directly from the cane 
by crushing and boiling. The grade and 
color of the syrup will depend on the mak- 
ing. If the sugar is allowed to caramel or 
burn on the side of the pans, a dark strong 
syrup will result. Some syrup makers add 
a small amount of lime to the frgsh juice or 
sorghum cane to neutralize the acid present. 
A well-made light syrup of fine flavor ig 
being produced in many sections. 

All syrups, whether sugar cane or sor- 
ghum, should be canned to prevent fermen- 
tation. If canned and stored in a cool place, 
the grower has a good all-winter table 
syrup and a fair substi~ute for sugar in des- 
and jam making. Marmalades, fruit 

and pickles can be made with sor- 
fruits canned with it.

ean sugar, the north developed a liking for 
sorghum syrup. The present world-sugar 
shortage has again raised sorghum from the 
Fortunate the farmer just 
whose cane is ripening for the grinding 

Well-made sorphum syrup may be used to 
replace sugar in cooking 8r even in cof- 
fee. In fact, it is nothing more than a sug. 
The states of the far south have 
commercialized cane syrup and produce a 
very fine grade of light syrup. 

The largest sorghum-producing states are 
Georgia, Alabamgy Mississippi and Florida, 
each of which annually produces cane syrup 
to the value of between one and two million

Chancellor Announces ‘Flu’ 
Quarantine Will Not Be 
Lifted Before October 28 
at Earliest — Situation Is 
Well in Hand. 


Athens, Ga., October 18.—( Special. )>— 

he influenza quarantine at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia will not be lifted 
until the 28th of October, according to a 
statement issued by Chancellor David 
C. Barrow tonight. 

Conditions, both 
among the S. A. T. C. and in the city 
are improving rapidly and the authori- 
ties have the situation well in hand. 

The chancellor’s statement is as fol- 
lows: “The quarantine on the campus 
of the University of Georgia will not 
be lifted earlier than the 28th instant, 
and therefore students not living on 
the campus will not be able to resume 
their studies before that date. It is 
éxpected that by that time the quaran- 
tine will be entirely lifted. The condi- 
tion among the students’ army training 
corps we consider very favorable, there 
having been only one new case of in- 
fluenza reported today. For the reason 
that the situation seems so well in hand 
on the campus now, it has been deemed 
wise that classes for the students’ army 
training corps should be” resumed on 
Monday, October 21. 

“The postponement untill the 28th in- 
etant of the resumption of classes for 
etudents who board outside the campus 
will be a protection to those students 
as well as to the members of the 
students’ army training corps, and, 
furthermore, it is in keeping with the 
rules of the city board of health.”

Those placed in nomination were

J. P. Wall, by Faith school, and Paul 
l.. Fleming, by Highland Avenue and 
Greenwood schools. 

The rule under which the convention 
voted called for five ballots as a max- 
imum. The leaders on the first three 
ballots were to be set aside as the bal- 
lots were taken for final ballots. On 
the fourth ballot, the lowest man of 
the three was to be dropped, and then 
a final ballot on the two remaining. 

On the first ballot, the vote was: 
Fleming 30, Arrant 20, Howard, Thomp- 
son and Wall 10 each, 

Teh second ballot stood: Wall 37, Ar- 
rant 23, Howard and Thompson 10 
each. 

The third ballot give Thompson 35, 
Arrant 24 and Howard 21. 

The fourth ballot, on the three lead- 
ers of the previous ballots, gave Flem- 
ing 61, Thompson 12 and Wall 4. 

Fleming Is Nominnaed. 

On this ballot, Fleming having re- 
ceived a majority of all the votes cast, 
the fifth ballot, was dispensed with, 
and his nomination was made unani- 
mous, 

When the meeting was called to or- 
der by Mr. Holloway, R. H. Jones, Jr., 
was nominated and unanimously elect- 
ed permanent chairman. Mr. Jones 
came to the meeting from his sickroom, 
having been ill for ten days with in- 
fluenza. 

H. T. Dobbs was elected secretary 
and Gordon Johnson, H. O. Smith ana 
William Cole Jones, who were not del- 
egates, were named as tellers. 

Schools represented were Forrest Ave- 
nue, East Atlanta, North Avenue, 


Edgewood, Moreland Avenue, Highlang 
Avenue, Faith and Greenwood. Boule- 
vard and Inman Park were not repre- 
sented. 

Fach of the eight schools represented 
cast their full votes of ten until the 
final ballot, when three delegates 
failed to vote. 


Urges Support of Nomniees. 


Before the balloting began Mrs. H: P. 
Hermance offered a resolution which 
was unanimously adopted that the 
meeting earnestly support the candi- 
date nominated and also give their sup- 
port and aid to the candidates selected 
by the other districts. 

The nominating speeches were short, 
and all showed how the minds of the 
people are centered on divorcing the 
schools from politics or anything that 
resembles politics. 

Every man in nominating his candi- 
date made it plain that he was naming 
his candidate as in their opinion the 
best man, but if another was chosen, 
the winner would be given absolute 
support. 

While the several ballots were being 
taken, there were short speeches by 
Professor Dykes, E. C€. Buchanan, 
Charles D. Atkinson, Gordon Johnston, 
Dr. McIver and others. 

Professor Dykes said that the schools 
should be lifted out of politics; that 
they need the attention of the people, 
and that the way was now open to give 
that attention. He predicted that the 
schools would be piaced on a higher 
plane by the action of the- Parent- 
Teacher association, School Improve- 
ment association and other interests 
which are determined to place men on 
the board who are above political 
trickery. 

Mr. Buchanan predicted that the new 
school board would be hampered in its 
work by the council, which controlled 
the purse-strings. 

Centralized Government. 


This statement was answered by Mr. 
Atkinson, who said that in the board 
the people would have a centralized 
government for the schools, and would 
be able to place the _ responsibility, 
which hitherto they had been unable 
to do. 

While those eighty men and women

Need of Coal Stressed 
In Telegram Received 
From General Pershing 


In a telegram to The Constitution, 
Dr. Il. G. Hardman, state fuel admin- 
istrator, on Friday quoted a cable re- 
ceived by National Administrator Gar- 
field from General Pershing as fol- 
lows: 

‘Let there be no shortage of coal. Tack 
of coal means limiting our war industries: 
railroads and shipping are slowed down and 
army cannot be provided with means to 
deliver the telling blows needed to end the 
war. Without coal we shall be without 
guns and ammunition to use against the 
enemy. The man in the mine helps the man 
on.the firing line. The more coal you pro- 
duce the sooner we shall have peace. Every 
soldier of the American expeditionary forces 
expects to be backed up by the miners of 
America just as labor in every branch of in- 
dustry at home has std@od behind us. We 
soldiers know that we can depend upon you 
to do your part as we are daqjng ours.” 

In his message, Dr. Hardman points 
out particularly that conservation of 
fuel increases the available coal sup- 
ply, quite as potently as does increased 
production. “I am confident,’’ Dr. Hard- 
man concluded, “that the people of 
Georgia will do everything within 
their power to see that no fuel is wast- 
ed throughout the present winter.”
